e Vacancy Decontrol which would have allowed landlords to set rents for new 
tenants as high as they want - no limit - and would have resulted in forced 
evictions, as it has in other towns where it was passed. 

The exemption of all 3 and 4 family buildings from rent control, which would 
have meant big increases for nearly 1/4 of the City’s tenants who live in these

je And, most recently, a sewer cost pass through charge which would have meant 
big rent increases for all tenants.
